Modertor Coyle saying the final words 
that dissolved the assem bly. 
The. 115th assem bly has been one 
of the most rem arkable In the history 
of th e church, inasm uch as it has dis­ 
posed 
of important m atters 
of de­ 
nominational intereat and. as a co m ­ 
m issioner said, “It cleared away all 
possible doubts and placed the church 
leady for a groat forward m ovem ent.” 
The Mormon question cam e to tilt' 
front as soon 
as the assem bly was 
(ailed to order in the morning. 
R e­ 
ports were read from the com m ittee on 
tem perance and com m ittee on theology 
and adopted without debate. 
T he assem bly unanim ously adopted 
resolutions from the standing commit 
tee on home 
m issions to which 
tho 
question on Mormonism had been r* - 
ferrod. 
After a long preamble, violent­ 
ly denouncing the Mormon church, aud 
particularly Senator Smoot for sanc­ 
tioning polygamy, the resolutions say. 
“R esolved, That this assem bly most 
urgently and earnestly calls upon the 
people of the United 
States to u e 
their utmost endeavors, using all hon­ 
orable means, to se tire th** expulsion 
of Senator Sm oot from the national 
senate, and urges the execu tive and 
ea< h m em ber thereof to exhaust all 
legal m eans for this object. 
Would Disfranchise Poligam ists. 
‘‘This assem bly also calls upon the 
national congress in both houses, and 
each member of both houses to ex 
haust all legal m eans to secure such 
an am endment to the federal constitu­ 
tion as shall define legal marriage as 
m onogam ic 
and m ake 
polygamy 
a 
crim e against the United States, pun­ 
ishable by adequate penalties, aud re­ 
quiring the disfranchisem ent and d is­ 
qualification of those who practice it 
to vote or bold odic© in the U nited 
States, or any state or territory under 
its Jurisdiction.” 
The report of the special com m ittee 
to nom inate d elegates to the Liverpool 
council of the Reformed church was 
read and adopt* d. T he d elegates from 
the Northwest are as follows, the first 
named in each instance being princi­ 
pal. and th** other alternate:
